Event gets underway

By a vote of 3 to 2, the West 
Liberty City Council ignored the 
advice of Mayor Bob Nickell and 
voted at a special meeting Mon- 
day to proceed with opening of 
bids for a $130,000 equipment 
truck for the fire department. The 
action followed a heated discus- 
sion over whether the money 
should instead be used to replace 
one of the city’s three firetrucks 
that was badly damaged in a 
wreck Saturday. 

Bids to replace the city’s 



other items have been donated 
and some has already been 
trucked to the disaster areas. 

A number of Morgan County 
volunteers have been and are as- 
sisting with relief efforts in Loui- 
siana, Mississippi, and Alabama 
and various other local residents 
employed by firms subcontracted 
by the Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Administration (FEMA) 
are now or soon will be assisting 
with cleanup operations.

McGraw was one of several Ken- 
tucky State Police volunteers who 
traveled to the disaster area to

As we celebrate National Em- 
ploy Older Workers Week we 
also celebrate the 40th birthday 
of Experience Works (formerly 
Green Thumb) and the Senior 
Community Service Employ- 
ment Program (SCSEP)! 

When the concept of an older 
worker community service em- 
ployment pilot project first 
emerged in 1965, there were 
those who wondered whether it 
would have sufficient appeal for 
older Americans. 

Today — 40 years later — the 
verdict is clear beyond any rea- 
sonable doubt. The SCSEP has 
enabled low-income older 
Americans to help themselves 
while helping others in their com- 
munities. This fulfilling work ex- 
perience has also produced an- 
other benefit for older workers — 
a means to learn new skills to 
move into gainful and productive 
employment. 

The SCSEP, now Title V of the 
Older Americans Act, evolved 
from Operation Mainstream, 
which was first funded in 1965 
to provide jobs for the chroni- 
cally unemployed.

The National Farmers 
Union sponsored Green Thumb, 
which provided older, low-in- 
come rural persons with a broad 



range of training and service op- 
portunities. 

Most projects initially in- 
volved beautification and im- 
provement of publicly owned ar- 
eas, including parks, the restora- 
tion of historical sites, and the 
development of recreational ar- 
eas. 

When the U.S. Department of 
Labor renewed its contract with 
Green Thumb, Secretary of La- 
bor Willard Wirtz said, “Our se- 
nior citizens don’t want hand- 
outs. They want work. They want 
to continue to make a contribu- 
tion to their fellow man. They 
want to continue to be a vital and 
living part of American society.’! 

Today, Experience Works par- 
ticipants continue to serve their 
communities in a variety of pub- 
lic service capacities. Paid the 
minimum wage and training 20 
hours a week, you’ll find them 
reading to children at the library, 
running the local blood bank, car- 
ing for the sick and disabled, as- 
sisting teachers and students in 
elementary schools, operating re- 
cycling centers, staffmg emer-

By 2008, 40 
percent of the labor force will be 
age 45 or older, and 8 million 
more Americans age 55 or older 
will be in the labor force than 
there were in 1998. 

The Committee on Economic 
Development cites surveys indi- 
cating that employers rate older 
workers high on factors such as 
judgment, commitment to qual- 
ity, attendance and punctuality. 
These qualities, coupled with 
their “old fashioned employer 
loyalty,” make older workers an 
attractive resource for employers 
seeking workers and possibly 
mentors for younger workers. 

Studies have indicated that 
the SCSEP can produce tax sav- 
ings because the participants 
leave the food stamp or Supple- 
mental Security Income rolls 
aBcer their training, then become 
employed in the private sector 
and independent of Federal sup- 
port. 

Throughout its history, the 
SCSEP has enjoyed solid bipar- 
tisan support in Congress as its 
focus has increasingly shifted 



from income maintenance to 
training and transitioning work- 
ers into private industry.

their time assisting with the evacu- 
ation of jail inmates to to tempo- 
rary facilities at the city’s bus and 
train stations, Hillman said part of 
their duty was booking some 300 
to 350 looters arrested during the 
early days of the disaster. 

Hillman said that for an entire 
week, the bus station where he 
was assisting had the only phone 
in the city that worked. 

He said the devastation in 
New Orleans was far worse than 
could be determined by watching 
news broadcasts. 

Four other EKCC officers left 
on Friday to assist law enforce- 
ment agencies in New Orleans 
and planned to stay for at least a 
week. Hillman said the cleanup 
in Louisiana will be tremendous 
undertaking and said he plans to 
return to the area with other De- 
partment of Corrections person- 
nel. 

Red Cross Director Jones said 
the local chapter, like other chap- 
ters across the nation, will be 



conducting training sessions dur- 
ing the next few weeks for vol- 
unteers who wish to assist in the 
nationwide relief effort. 

She said she has received nu- 
merous calls from local people in 
the medical field who said they 
are willing to go to the disaster 
area to help, and also from local 
residents with extra rooms or 
residences who have volunteered 
to take in families displaced by 
the hurricane. All such offers are 
forwarded on to FEMA, which 
maintains a nationwide list of in- 
dividuals and organizations offer- 
ing to house storm victims, Jones 
said. 

Local efforts to assist with the 
relief effort are continuing. 
Banks, grocery stores, and the 
Red Cross are no longer accept- 
ing foodstuffs and clothing, but 
are still accepting money, which 
can be immediately forwarded to 
the appropriate relief agencies or 
organizations and put to use more 
efficiently.

Morgan County Attorney 
Steve O’Connor, Barbara Cra- 
vens, and Gay Stacy, Child Sup- 
port Case Managers in the 
County Attorney’s Office, were 
in Frankfort recently to receive a 
certificate recognizing them for 
being one of the top ten child sup- 
port enforcement offices in Ken- 
tucky. Of the 120 county offices 
throughout the Commonwealth, 
Morgan County finished 10th, 
the only county in Eastern Ken- 
tucky, to achieve this distinction. 

County Attorney Steve 
O’Connor, indicated that the cri- 
teria the state uses to rank the 
Child Support Offices throughout 
the state is based on paternity es- 
tablishments, having court orders 
entered establishing the monthly 
child support obligation as well 
as taking into consideration the 



percentage of child support actu- 
ally collected. 

He indicated that the Morgan 
County office finished last year 
ranked 31st in the state and had 
as a goal to be one of the state’s 
top offices. “Barbara and Gay are 
veteran child support case man- 
agers,” said O’Connor. “Both 
have several years of dedicated 
service to the children and fami- 
lies of Morgan County.” 

The County Attorney said 
much of the credit for the success 
the County Attorney’s Offce has 
achieved should also go to the 
local court system, the Morgan 
County Sheriff’s Office, and the 
Commonwealth Attorney’s Of- 
fice.

Proper rinsing and riddance of 
pesticide and herbicide containers 
is easy to do, saves money, and 
helps protect the environment. 
Through the Rinse and Return 
program, Morgan County resi- 
dents will have the opportunity to 
properly dispose of any plastic 
containers sized five gallons or 
less. 

Rinse and Return Day will be 
held Friday, Sept. 16, from 10 a.m. 
until 12 p.m., at Oldfield’s Store, 
at Mize, and from 1:00 p.m. to 
2:00 p.m. at Wrigley 7-711, at 
Wrigley. All containers must be 
properly rinsed, have no lids nor 
paper labels attached. 

There are two ways to properly 
rinse containers; Pressure rinsing 
and triple rinsing. 

How to Pressure Rinse 

1. Remove cover from con- 
tainer. Empty the pesticide into the 
spray tank and let the container 
drain for 30 seconds. 

2. Continue holding the con- 
tainer upside down over the 
sprayer tank opening. Rinsate will 
run into the sprayer tank. 

3. Insert the pressure-rinse 
nozzle by puncturing through the 
bottom of the pesticide container. 

4. Rinse for length of time rec- 
ommended by mnanufacturer 
(generally 30 seconds or more). 

How to Triple Rinse 

1. Remove cover from con- 
tainer. Empty the pesticide into the 
sprayer tank and let the container 
drain for 30 seconds. 

2. Fill the container 10% to 
20% full of water or rinse solu- 
tion. 

3. Secure the cover on the con- 
tainer. 

4. Swirl the container to rinse 
all inside surfaces. 

5. Remove cover from the con- 
tainer. Add the rinsate from the 
container to the sprayer tank and 
let drain for 30 seconds or more. 

6. Repeat steps 2 through 5 two 
more times. 

7. Puncture container. 

How To Participate 

1 . Triple rinse or pressure rinse 
all containers when emptied. Re- 
member, it is best to rinse contain- 
ers immediately after they are

emptied. Some pesticide residues 
solidify quickly, and become dif- 
ficult to remove from the con- 
tainer if left in the jug. 

2. Dispose of the pesticide 
caps and remove sleeves and la- 
bels from containers. The pesti- 
cide caps are made from a differ- 
ent plastic material that can not 
be currently recycled. 

3. Bring all properly rinsed, 
five gallon or smaller, plastic con- 
tainers on September 16 to 
Oldfield’s from 10:00—12:00 
p.m. and Wrigley 7-711 from 
1:00-2:00 p.m. Keep empty con- 
tainers in a dry, secure place until 
the collection date. Each empty 
pesticide container returned will 
be inspected to ensure it has been 
properly rinsed. Unrinsed con- 
tainers will not be accepted. Re- 
turned containers will be run 
through a chipping machine to 
reduce their bulk. Material will 
then be shipped to a facility to be 
reused in the manufacture of a 
new pesticide container.

At the special meeting Mon- 
day, Mayor Nickell told council 
members he believed $130,000 
was too much money to spend for 
the equipment truck, stating his 
belief that it would be better to 
use the money to replace the 
wrecked firetruck. Nickell said a 
used vehicle to replace the equip- 
ment truck could be purchased 
for around $60,000, and argued 
that money in the fire department 
fund should be conserved to buy 
a new fire truck and to help with 
construction of a fire station for 



the city large enough to house all 
of the fire department’s trucks and 
equipment at one location under 
one roof. At present, because of 
lack of space, the department’s 
fire trucks are kept at three loca- 
tions — one in the basement of the 
City Building on Main Street, an- 
other at the former water depart- 
ment building on Riverside Drive, 
and another in a small building on 
Wells Hill. 

“Why are we laying out this 
much money to replace an equip- 
ment truck that can’t pump water 
when we need a pumper truck (to 
replace the one that was 
wrecked)?” Nickell asked. He also 
expressed his concern that a de- 



lay in replacing the wrecked 
pumper could possibly result in 
an increase in fire insurance pre- 
miums for city residents. 

Arguing to proceed with the 
bid opening for the new equip- 
ment truck were council mem- 
bers Mark Walter, Belinda Jor- 
dan, and Vickie Henley. 

Fire Chief David Jones and 
Assistant Chief Jason James also 
said they favored proceeding with 
the bid process, stating that the 
equipment truck currently in use 
is too small to carry all of the 
department’s turnout gear. 

Asked his opinion on the mat- 
ter, EKCC Warden John Motley, 
a former long-time member of the

fire department, commented, “I 
never did put a fire out with an 
equipment truck.” But he said if 
the council has the money, both 
would be nice. 

Councilman Walter said the 
city has “all kinds of money,” not- 
ing that the fire department fund 
currently has $250,000 from fire 
taxes, and said he felt long-term 
financing could be arranged that 
would allow both the purchase of 
the new equipment truck the fire 
department wants and a good 
used pumper truck to replace the 
one that was wrecked and still 
leave sufficient funds on hand to 
purchase a new firetruck later — 
as required to maintain reason- 
able fire insurance premiums for 
residents. 

When asked by Walter to give 
his recommendation on the mat- 
ter, Fire Chief Jones urged the 
council “go ahead and get a new 
equipment truck and then buy a 
used pumper.” 

Council members voting to 
proceed with the bid opening 
were Walter, Jordan, and Henley. 
Voting no were John May and 
Jeff Bailey. Council member 
Doren Bradley did not attend the 
meeting. 

Mayor Nickell’s order to can- 
cel Tuesday’s bid opening fol- 
lows: 

September 13, 2005 

The bid opening scheduled 
for September 13, 2005, at the 
hour of 6:00 p.m. at West Lib- 
erty City Hall is hereby can- 
celled under the terms of KRS 
45-390. It is the finding of this 
Mayor that it is in the best inter- 
est of the West Liberty Fire De- 
partment and the City of West 
Liberty and its Citizens that the 
bid process be cancelled. 

On September 10, 2005, dur- 
ing a hose testing process, a 
member ofthe West Liberty Vol- 
untary Fire Department wrecked 
and totaled pumper truck #201, 
a 1961 International. This truck 
was retained in the fleet as an ac- 
tive back up for purposes of re- 
sponding to fire calls. The loss 
of this vehicle creates a new bud- 
get concern for this department. 

Truck #202, a 1971 Interna- 
tional, remains in the fleet along 
with the Primary Truck, #204, 
which is a 1993 Pierce. The 
equipment truck #203 is a 1982 
GMC Sierra. The City has in its 
budget approximately $250,000. 
During the fire of Morgan Inn 
Restaurant and Motel in the City, 
truck #204, our primary truck, 
failed to pump. We were left to 
rely on Truck #202, a 1971 In- 
ternational. The City needs to 
upgrade the pumper truck and 
modify it for the equipment 
needed to meet the ISO stan- 
dards. 

The equipment truck being 
bid is an elaborate vehicle which 
exceeds the needs of our fire de- 
partment. The equipment truck 
specifications for the bid at issue 
states that the “The cab-chassis 
and the modular body shall have 
suitable provisions to carry our 
medical andd rescue equipment 
at the scene.” The City does not 
do “medical and rescue” this is 
carried out by the Morgan 
County Ambulance Service and 
the Morgan County Rescue 
Squad. If the City tries to enter 
into medical and rescue opera- 
tions it is increasing its burden 
and liability in a situation 
wherein the County Government 
is more likely covered by Sover- 
eign immunity than the City. The 
Fire Department needs to focus 
on its firefighting responsibili- 
ties and obligations to the Citi- 
zens of West Liberty and equip 
itself appropriately given the 
budget constraints. 

The City is in need of a Fire 
House. This administration has 
devoted time and effiort to ac- 
complish just this. One of the 
chief elements of support for the 
bid of these specifications in- 
volves the limited space to house 
an equipment truck of normal 
proportion. If we had the appro- 
priate facility to house the 
needed equipment then the extra 
expense of a modified vehicle in 
size and proportion would not be 
necessary. 

The funds in the Fire Depart- 
ment Account took a period of 
approximately 15 years to build. 
With these funds we have the po- 
tential to develop the needed fa- 
cility and equipment to protect 
the City of West Liberty. If we 
deplete these funds now on the 
purchase of an equipment truck, 
which is well beyond the needs 
of the city and the City’s liabil- 
ity potential, and the purchase of 
a “used pumper truck”, then it 
will leave the City in a position 
of waiting another decade to two 
decades before the necessary fa- 
cility can be built in order to 
house the necessary equipment 
to protect our citizens. 

This administration does not 
approve of the purchase of the 
equipment truck set out in the 
bid specifications and given the 
occurrence of the loss of the 
pumper truck over the weekend 
finds it necessary to cancel the 
bid opening this evening and the 
purchase of this truck. 

This Cancellation is done in 
compliance with KRS 45 A. 390 
and KRS 45A.355.

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Maintaining a 
low cholesterol level 



More than one hundred million 
American adults have above nor- 
mal levels of cholesterol. Of that 
number, 37.7 million have an es- 
pecially high level of cholesterol, 
which puts them at greater risk for 
developing coronary heart disease. 

Cholesterol is a waxy, fat-like 
substance produced in the liver. It 
is found in most foods produced 
from animals such as meat, eggs 
and dairy products. The body can- 
not function properly without hav- 
ing some amount of cholesterol 
available, but when the body has 
too much cholesterol, the excess 
substance is deposited in the arter- 
ies. After time, the deposited cho- 
lesterol develops into a hard plaque 
that builds up in the arteries and 
restricts blood flow to the heart. 
The hardening of the arteries 
greatly increases the risk for coro- 
nary heart disease. 

Coronary heart disease has be- 
come a major concern and is the 
single leading cause of death in 
America today. This year, 700,000 
Americans are estimated to have a 
coronary attack for the first time. 
Studies have shown that people 



can reduce the risk of developing 
heart disease by maintaining a low 
level of cholesterol. Also, studies 
have shown that people already di- 
agnosed with heart disease who 
lower their cholesterol level can 
reduce the chance of dying from 
heart disease or having costly pro- 
cedures such as heart bypass sur- 
gery or angioplasty. 

Several factors affect choles- 
terol levels, including: 

Diet (saturated fat and choles- 
terol in food increases your cho- 
lesterol levels); 

Weight (being overweight in- 
creases cholesterol and risk for 
heart disease); 

Exercise (regular exercise 
helps reduce cholesterol levels); 

Age and gender (cholesterol 
rises with age, and men are at 
greater risk); 

Heredity (genes are partly re- 
lated to cholesterol production), 
and; 

Other causes such as medica- 
tions or medical conditions. 

To lower cholesterol and reduce 
the risk of heart disease, preventa- 
tive measures should be taken. 



Eating low cholesterol foods is a 
major way to maintain a healthy 
cholesterol level. The American 
Heart Association recommends a 
daily intake of less than 300 milli- 
grams of cholesterol. It is recom- 
mended you consume less than 
200 milligrams daily if you are al- 
ready diagnosed with heart dis- 
ease. Exercise is very effective 
when combined with a steady diet 
because it reduces many of the risk 
factors associated with heart dis- 
ease. Finally, medication pre- 
scribed by a doctor can help people 
who need more than just dieting 
and exercise to lower their choles- 
terol. 

Not smoking is another way to 
effectively reduce the risk if heart 
disease. Over time, smoking low- 
ers the high-density lipoprotein 
(“good”) cholesterol levels. By not 
smoking, this trend can be re- 
versed. Not smoking also im- 
proves the ability to exercise. 

Adults should have their cho- 
lesterol level checked at least ev- 
ery five years. The test for deter- 
mining your cholesterol level is a 
blood test called a lipoprotein pro- 
file. The test determines a mea- 
surement of cholesterol in milli- 
grams per deciliter (mg/dL). Phy- 
sicians recommend a person’s cho- 
lesterol level stay below 200 mg/ 
dL. Anything between 200 and

‘Half-pricing’ 
of gasoline is 
against the law 

The Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture has advised Kentucky 
retailers that charging any price for 
motor fuel other than the price 
shown on the pump is prohibited by 
state and federal law. 

The Department issued a memo- 
randum to retail motor fuel estab- 
lishments in response to inquiries. 

The memorandum states that 
devices that will not compute with 
a total unit price above $2,999 per 
gallon must be modified to compute 
the higher per-unit pricing before 
they are placed into service. De- 



vices that are found in violation will 
be taken out of service until they 
have been modified, the memoran- 
dum says. 

As fuel prices have escaiated in 
recent days. The Department has 
accelerated its inspections of mo- 
tor fuel pumps for accuracy of de- 
livery and pricing, said Tom 
Bloemer, administrative manager of 
the KDA’s Weights and Measures 
Branch. Bloemer said Department 
inspectors are watching for indica- 
tions of price gouging and are re- 
porting possible cases to the Ken- 
tucky Attorney General’s Office.

Taxpayers Foot The Bill; 
What Else Is New?

FRANKFORT — A lot of 
Kentuckians were relieved last 
week when they learned that at 
least one cost of living in their 
budgets won’t be going up next 
year — their health insurance cov- 
erage. 

Gov. Ernie Fletcher announced 
that the health insurance for 

228,000 state government em- 
ployees, teaches, school person- 
nel and retirees will stay essen- 
tially the same as their current 
coverage at no additional cost. 

Well, thats not entirely true. 

The taxpayers of Kentucky 
will pay for the higher cost of 
maintaining the current level of 
insurance coverage — $132 mil- 
lion. 

Where that money will come 
from is anyone’s guess. 

Promptly, of course, represen- 
tatives of state employee organi- 
zations and the Kentucky Educa- 
tion Association were saying how 
pleased they were that Fletcher 
had seen the error of his 2004 
ways. 

It was about this time last year 
that Fletcher announced a new 
health insurance plan for public 
employees that provided substan- 
tially less coverage for substan- 
tially more money that the em- 
ployees themselves were expected 
to pay. 

That set off a firestorm of pro- 
test that culminated in a promise 
of a statewide teacher strike in 
November. 

Fletcher bowed to the critics, 
called a special legislative session 
and told lawmakers to deal with 
the issue. 

They did by simply extending 
for another year the old coverage 
and paying the higher premium 
cost out of scarce state revenues. 
They also ordered a special panel 
to study the problem of health in- 
surance costs — the classic way 
of delaying having to actually deal 
with the problem — and every- 
one was happy. 

The key recommendation of 
the study panel is that the state 
adopt a self-insurance type of 
plan, in which government itself 
assumes the responsibility of pay- 
ing the bills for its employees’ 
health care claims. That cuts out 
profits that private health insurers 
automatically build into their 
rates, and it permits saving 
through negotiated deals with 
large drug manufacturers. Special 
“wellness” initiatives can save 
money over time as employees 
file fewer claims. 

That, at least, is the concept, 



although I have never seen gov- 
ernment at any level do something 
— anything — at less cost than 
the private sector could do it. It 
just doesn’t happen. 

And clearly, self-insurance 
isn’t showing any kind of big sav- 
ings, at least not over the 2006 
year of coverage. 

The cost of the same amount 
of health care coverage for those 

228,000 people this year is $648 
million. This same coverage in 
2006 under the self-insurance 
concept rises to $780 million. 

At the current annual growth 
rate of about 20 percent, the tax- 
payers of Kentucky very soon will 
be spending $1 billion on health 
care for state employees, teachers, 
other school personnel, their fami- 
lies and retirees. 

The logical question must be 
how long the taxpayers can afford 
another $125 million or so every 
year, year after year to provide 
excellent health insurance for 
public employees. 

That is especially true when 
you consider that hundreds of 
thousands of those same taxpay- 
ers cannot afford insurance for 
themselves or their families and 
neither can their employers. 

Certainly, no one can blame 
public employees for seeking the 
best insurance deal they can get 
from the state’s political leader- 
ship. But at some point those em- 
ployees must recognize that there 
is a limit and it is approaching rap- 
idly for how much of limited state 
revenues can be devoted to pay- 
ing the cost of their health insur- 
ance. 

The political leadership, how- 
ever, looks only to the next elec- 
tion, which happens to be in 2006. 
Fletcher himself said “you just 
don’t touch a hot stove twice,” in 
referring to his attempt last year 
to hold down insurance costs. 

The truth is that Fletcher may 
be in the best position to speak 
plainly to state employees and 
teachers. They’re not going to 
vote for him again anyway — 
only 17 percent of Kentuckians 
polled recently say they will — 
and what better messenger to 
bring bad news than a lame duck 
governor? 

Fletcher’s not going to do that. 
Nor will the legislative leadership, 
Republican or Democratic. Elec- 
tions have been decided by far 
fewer than 228,000 votes. 

At this rate, it won’t be long 
before the taxpayers are spending 
nearly as much on health care of 

228,000 employees as they spend 
educating all the children in Ken- 
tucky schools.

March 30, 1939— Out With 
the Rubbish: Into the rubbish

West Liberty would then have the 
same rate as larger cities served 
by the latter company, meaning 
rates will be lowered by half. The 
new power company was not in- 
terested in continuing the ice 
plant.

The new center 
was to be established in the home 
of Mary Eva McCarty, an adult 
education worker. She was a 
W.P.A. employee. The set in- 
stalled at Insko was a battery pow- 
ered set. Miss McCarty’s home 
was on the highway that connects 
with 15 at Stillwater Bridge and 
the Garrett Highway to Index. The 
state university radio system was 
established in 1933 and directed 
by Elmer G Sultzer. The purpose 
was to beam educational informa- 
tion to remote areas where few 
radios were in existence. 

Cole Hotel to be sold. The 
Cole Hotel, which has been in the 
hands of the Cole family through 
two generations was in the pro- 
cess of changing hands. Mr. and 
Mrs. Roland Stacy, who own a 
farm on Jones Creek were trad- 
ing the farm and other consider- 
ations for the Hotel property. The 
Cole Hotel had long been famous 
for its wholesome surroundings, 
clean and comfortable beds and 
good meals of old fashioned 
dishes. “The whole town regrets 
to lose the Coles, but since they 
are both in poor health and must 
retire, West Liberty is very fortu- 
nate to have such a fine young 
couple to take over”.

Elliott County schools 
to begin drug testing 



Board approves testing 
policy for students and 
all school employees 

The Elliott County Board of 
Education, “in an effort to provide 
a safe and healthy learning and 
working environment for all stu- 
dents, employees, parents, and 
community members,” has devel- 
oped a Drug-Free/Alcohol Free 
Schools Policy. 

The action resulted from a 
consideration of data, including 
a survey completed by all Elliott 
County school personnel on the 
opening day of the 2005-06 
school year. The results of the 
survey showed overwhelming 
support from teachers, cooks, bus 
drivers, teachers’ aides, and cen- 
tral office staff for a drug testing 
policy, said Elliott County Super- 
intendent of Schools John Claude 
Williams. 

In response, the board has de- 
signed a policy to assure that ev- 
ery individual has the opportunity 
to work or leam in an alcohol- and 



drug-free environment, Williams 
said. 

“The board’s position is that 
the use of alcohol and other ille- 
gal drugs and the misuse of pre- 
scription drugs by any individual 
are absolutely unacceptable 
within our school system’s learn- 
ing environment,” Williams said. 
“The board is enacting policy that 
will assure its commitment to ex- 
cellence in all facets of our edu- 
cational programming can be 
maintained at all times.” 

Further, he said, the board’s 
message of an alcohol- and drug- 
free environment “will be com- 
municated often and with consis- 
tency to students, employees, par- 
ents, and the community.” 

The first reading of the new 
drug policy was given at the 
board’s meeting on September 9 
and unanimously approved. 

“This policy will apply to both 
certified and classified staff, as 
well as students,” Williams said. 
The new policy will be given its 
second reading at the next board 
meeting on Friday, Oct. 14. 



Wolfe Co. business receives 
Rural Innovation funding 



The Morehead State Univer- 
sity Innovation Center an- 
nounced this week that a Wolfe 
County business, the Nutrition 
Farm, will receive approximately 
$25,000 to advance their busi- 
ness. The Nutrition Farm is one 
of a handful of Eastern Kentucky 
companies that received the funds 
this cycle. They were approved 
following a very competitive ap- 
plication process. 

The goal of the Rural Innova- 
tion Fund, or RIF, is to assist ru- 
ral companies with the commer- 
cialization of a product or pro- 
cess with the ultimate goal of de- 
veloping new or value-added 
companies, jobs, technology, 
products, processes, or services. 
All funds must be spent with 
third-party consultant and no 
funds can be used for salaries, 
overhead, past debt, or employ- 
ees of the company. Companies 
may seek up a maximum funding 
of up to $25,000 in a one year 
period and are only eligible for 
this funding once. Companies are 
generally in the development, 
proof of concept, and prototype 
stages of their life cycle. 

The Nutrition Farm is a highly 
technical, scientific -manufactur- 
ing company located off Clifty 
School road near the Menifee 
County line, within Wolfe 
County. The Nutrition Farm 
makes a variety of products in- 
cluding colloidal silver products, 
Australian dream (sold and mar- 
keted by Nature’s Health Connec- 
tion, also in Wolfe County), and 
a nutritional fortified water. The 
Nutrition Farm currently makes 
appoximately 65 products, most 
of which are retailed by another 
company. 

The Nutritional Farm is owned 
and operated by a pair of sea- 
soned chemists and contains a 
state-of-the-art, multi-million 
dollar lab facility. The presence 
of such a lab allows the company 
to easily conduct on-site research. 
This can be very important to 
outside vendors who have an idea 



and marketing ability for a prod- 
uct but need chemists and a facil- 
ity to design and make it. Their 
web site can be found at 
www. nutritionf arm .com . 

Johnathan Gay, Director of the 
MSU Innovation Center, said the 
decision to fund the Nutrition 
Farm represents a significant vote 
of confidence in the company by 
the Kentucky Innovation Group, 
which administers the fund. Gay 
said: “Dozens and dozens of com- 
panies apply for this fund every 
cycle. Only 19 were selected 
throughout the commonwealth. 
This means the process is very 
competitive and the Innovation 
group doesn’t invest in products 
unless they think they’re winners. 
This business has the potential to 
really put Wolfe County on the 
map. Their application was care- 
fully evaluated and they were 
given a green light. I hope they 
can use these funds to take their 
business to the next level and be- 
gin hiring more Wolfe County 
residents and I hope locals can 
take the time to learn about the 
hidden treasure located in their 
midst.” 

The Nutrition Farm will use 
these funds to complete their 
FDA regulatory procedures and 
for marketing assistance that will 
allow them to retail a select line 
of their products. Although there 
are no requirements on where the 
company’s consultants must be 
located, nearly half of the Nutri- 
tion Farm’s funds will be used to 
hire local consultants, thereby 
keeping the money close to home 
and helping Kentucky’s economy 
in the short run. “This is really a 
win-win for the company, for the 
consultants, and for Kentucky,” 
said Gay. 

Applications for the next 
round of RIF funding are due 
September 30. To apply for the

This story was told to me by 
my father who was working in the 
oil fields for the Petroleum 
Exploration Co. in the Peach Tree 
Hollow area in the 1930s. 

Living there at the mouth of 
Peach Tree Creek was an old man 
named Peter Johnson (maybe) 
who told a story about Indians in 
the area about the time or just 
before the start of the Civil War. 

“Mr. Johnson said, “One fall 
day and late in the evening when 
the shadows were long in the 
hollow, I was just a small boy 
then, maybe eight or nine, but I 
remember it well, because my 
mother called to us (the children) 
to come to the house as horsemen 
was coming. Father was away 
from home, maybe to Irvine on 
land business, and she was fearful 
of strangers as there had been 
trouble in the area over land 
boundaries. 

“As we stood near Mother, 
sight Indians leading two pack 
mules each came into sight and 
caused great fear in us all. They 
did not threaten us in any way but 
continued on up the hollow from 
our house. They were a fearful 
looking bunch, with all kinds of 
dress, and carrying guns, long 
guns, across their laps in front of 
them as if they would use them if 
needed. 

“We huddled in our house that 
night, knowing the Indians were 
in Peach Tree Hollow, for there 
was no other place to go up there. 
And being fearful of that bunch 
of Indians, all day the next day we 
stayed in the yard and watched for 
Father and the Indians, but no sign 
of either one all day and another 
wakeful night was spent indoors. 

“After about the third day, we 
became a little easier in our minds 
that the Indians meant us no harm 
and Father could be home any 
time to help in case of trouble. We 
knew the Indians were still in 
Peach Tree Hollow. At night there 
was talk of maybe they had killed 



Father, and sometimes fear almost 
shook our bones. 

“On the fourth of fifth day we 
boys decided to spy on the Indians 
and see what they were up to, and 
if they meant us any harm before 
they left. We wondered if they 
were going to claim our land, as 
mother had decided they were 
Cherokee, and we had been told 
the Cherokee once owned this 
land. 

“As we tried to do our spying 
on the Indians, one or more 
always found us out. Long before 
we got very far up the hollow, they 
would step out of the trees with 
their guns in their hands and just 
stand there looking at us without 
saying a word. Being fearful of 
what they might do, we always 
returned home quickly. After 
several spying ventures on the 
Indians and always being found 
out and confronted by one or more 
of the fearsome devils we decided 
they were better at spying than we 
were and whatever they were up 
to was none of our business and 
we had better leave them alone. 
Besides we couldn’t find out 
anything anyway. 

“We still thought something 
bad had happened to Father but 
had decided the Indians hadn’t 
done him in or they would have 
done us in by this time, and they 
hadn’t threatened us any. 

“On about the ninth or tenth 
day, early in the morning while the 
fog was still near the ground, we 
heard horses coming down the 
hollow and Mother and we stood 
in the doorway and on the stoop 
and watched them Indians coming 
by our house. 

“They were still a fearsome 
looking bunch to me. They still 
carried them guns, long guns 
across in front of them. Each 
Indian led two pack mules and 
each mule had a full load looked 
like, with two sacks tied across the 
pack saddle, not big sacks but you 
could tell they were heavy by the 
way they hung on the saddle. 

“Being sure all the Indians 
were gone, we ventured up Peach 
Tree Hollow to see what in the 
heck the Indians were up to, but 
we didn’t find anything, although 
we looked hard. 

“Father returned home after a 
few days and said he had to go on 
to Richmond in search of titles. 
When we told him of the fearsome

Indians, he went with us up the 
hollow in search of their 
“diggings” as he said. Search as 
we may, and we made several trips 
and looked for ways in which they 
may have walked out of Peach 
Tree Hollow and done their 
“digging” somewhere else, we 
found no path or trail of any kind. 
In one place, part way up the hill 
toward the cliffs, there was a large 
rock, blue in color with some 
scratch places on one side. Father 
said it looked to him like the rock 
had been moved and then replaced 
back again. But look as hard as 
we could, we couldn’t see any 
way to move that rock, and if the 
Indians did, how did they do it? 

“We always planned to one day 
find a way to move that rock or 
dig under it, for we were sure the 
Indians dug something up in 
Peach Tree Hollow. I am an old 
man and I know what I saw, I saw 
them Indians leave Peach Tree 
Hollow with sacks of something 
loaded on pack mules. I don’t 
know where they came from, but 
in later years someone said they 
were from Oklahoma and had 
been seen near the bluffs at the 
river west of here. 

“I’m telling you boys this 
because you’re young, and can 
search up that hollow, and maybe 
find what the Indians found. They 
must have already known where 
they were going when they came 
here.”

Spay/Neuter Pgm. 
goes into effect at 
local vets July 1st 

Beginning July 1, a new spay/ 
neuter program for cats and dogs 
will go into effect in Kentucky. 
The program, funded through a 
special fee collected by county 
clerks for sale or renewal of the 
special spay/neuter license plate, 
permits qualifying individuals to 
obtain a voucher to have a pet 
spayed or neutered by their vet- 
erinarian for a charge of only 
$10.00. 

To qualify for the program, 
applicants must have an income 
low enough to be eligible or be 
enrolled in one of the following 
programs: Food Stamps, Tempo- 
rary Assistance for Needy Fami- 
lies, SSI, SSD, or Medicare/Med- 
icaid. 

To receive a voucher, appli- 
cants must fill out an application 
obtainable locally at the West Lib- 
erty Veterinary Clinic, Animal 
Care Clinic, and at the County 
Judge Executive’s Office. Appli- 
cants must provide documentation 
that proves need, such as tax re- 
turns, etc. 

The $10.00 co-pay charge for 
having an animal neutered or 
spayed is pay able to the Spay/ 
Neuter Program. 

Both the West Liberty Veteri- 
nary Clinic and animal Care 
Clinic will honor the vouchers.

Cougars suffer first loss, 
21-12, at Mason County 

Crawford’s TD in 3rd quarter boosts 
Royals to 3rd straight victory

Mason County’s Chase 
Crawford scored the key touch- 
down of the game — a 1 yard scor- 
ing plunge on the final play of the 
third quarter — as the Royals sur- 
vived a scare last Friday from vis- 
iting Morgan County, 21-12. 

It was the Cougars who scored 
the game’s first points. After both 
teams failed to capitalize on their 
initial possessions, Morgan made 
good on its second drive. An Alex 
Collins 10 yard completion to 
Wes Montgomery was followed 
by a first down carry by Derrick 
Young. After Alex Collins col- 
lected a first down carry of his 
own, Collins pulled off a one-yard 
quarterback sneak on fourth and 
goal. Despite a failed extra point 
attempt, Randy Wood’s team held 
a 6-0 lead with 8:35 remaining in 
the first quarter. 

Just over four minutes later, 
Mason quickly turned an inter- 
ception by junior linebacker 
Stephen Howell into points. Quar- 
terback Ty Sargent hooked up 
with Tony Browning for a 21- 
yard scoring pass. A successful 
point after gave the Royals a 7- 6 
advantage — a lead they would 
take to the half. 

Mason played add-on less than 
three minutes into the third quar- 
ter on an 11 yard touchdown run 
by Ty Sargent. But the Cougars 
answered with a score of their 
own. Wes Montgomery found 
room around the left end, sprint- 
ing 2 1 yards for the TD at the 4: 19 



mark of the third quarter. How- 
ever, a failed two point conversion 
kept Morgan in a 14-12 hole. 

The Cougars’ attempt to keep 
the deficit at two heading into the 
final quarter quickly fell by the 
way side. The aforementioned 
Crawford score as time expired in 
the third quarter proved to be more 
than Morgan could overcome. The 
junior tailback totaled only nine 
rushing yards on three carries, but 
that run proved to be the most cru- 
cial of the game. 

The Mason defense proceeded 
to hold firm in the final twelve 
minute as the Cougars never seri- 
ously threatened en route to suf- 
fering their first loss of the 2005 
season. 

Morgan County’s offense was 
led by Derrick Young, who picked 
up 68 yards on 17 carries. Bran- 
don Allen carried 10 times for 42 
yards, while Zeke Hall added 34 
yards. Wes Montgomery and Alex 
Collins gained a combined 115 all- 
purpose yards, including 
Morgan’s two TD’s. 

The Royals were led by Korey 
Henry, who tallied 58 yards on 
eight carries. 

Next up for the Cougars is a 
Friday night match up with West 
Carter. The Comets are 3-1, in- 
cluding a miraculous 46-44 vic- 
tory over Rowan County last week 
in which Kevin Brown’s team 
converted a Viking turnover in the 
final seconds of regulation into a 
game- winning touchdown. 

The Cougars and West Carter 
will kick off at 7:30 in Olive Hill. 



THE OLD CENTER 
FIELDER 
Harold Hammond 
(1929-2005) 

Harold and I started playing 
baseball in high school in 1944. 
He was a sophomore and I a jun- 
ior. That summer we played on 
the town team, which was in the 
old American Legion League. 
During WW II most all the local 
baseball players were in the ser- 
vice so it was necessary to dip 
into the high school players to 
field a town team. We covered 
the outfield for many years. He 
took Jack Cochran’s place in cen- 
ter field when Jack entered the 
service. I was playing left field. 
We enjoyed playing in those 
days — in fact, once we rode in 
the back of a pick-up truck to 
Maysville to play. How many 
kids would do that today? 

Some may think playing out- 
field is very boring and that all 
you do is go out in the outfield 
and wait for a fly ball to come 
your way. Harold and I would 
constantly talk to each other 
about the hitters. “Is this the 
number seven hitter or eighth hit- 
ter?” “Better back up — this fel- 
low hit some long balls in batting 
practice.” ’’The last time this hit- 
ter batted he swung late and hit 
to right field — we better shift a 
little to the right.” “This is a weak 
hitter, he’s batting 9th, come 
in”and soforth. 

Harold had a great arm. He 
could throw from center field 
about 20 feet high to the cut off 
man. His arm was much better 
than mine. When a ball was hit 
between us, I would retrieve it, 
throw to Harold, who could hit 
the infielder or cut-off man. He 
never had a sore arm. I can re- 
member the first day of practice 
each spring, how hard it was to 
keep from throwing hard. After 
the first practice most of us had a 
sore arm for a couple of weeks. 
Harold would come out throwing 
hard and never stop! 

Analogy 

If there are heavenly baseball 
teams and a team is in need of a 
center fielder, one just arrived! I 
can imagine Harold stepping on 
a Heavenly diamond with a new 
body of an eighteen-year-old and 
telling one of the coaches he 
played center field. The Coach 
tells him to take the field to see 
what he can do — hitting him 
some flys to the right and to the 
left, which Harold fields easily. 
Now for the test of a real out- 
fielder, catching a ball hit straight 
at him over his head. Harold 
turns and runs at the “crack of the 
bat,” reaches up and makes the 
catch! What about his arm? — It

State of emergency 
declared in Ky. as 
result of hurricane 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
President George W. Bush has 
declared a state of emergency 
exists in the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky and ordered Federal 
aid to supplement Common- 
wealth and local response efforts 
to help people evacuated from 
their homes due to Hurricane 
Katrina. 

Assistance is available to state 
and eligible local governments 
for emergency protective mea- 
sures that are undertaken to save 
lives and protect public health 
and safety. Emergency protective 
measures, including direct fed- 
eral assistance, will be provided 
at 100 percent federal funding. 
This action provides emergency 
assistance and funds to those ar- 
eas beginning on August 29, 
2005, and continuing. All 120 
counties of Kentucky are in- 
cluded in the designation. 

Some 3,500 victims of the 
hurricane have already arrived in 
Kentucky and Kentucky may re- 
quest help to reimburse rescue 
and humanitarian efforts by 
Kentucy agencies and organiza- 
tions.

Mail will be delayed 
to pre-911 addresses 

Morgan County residents who 
have not notified the Postal Ser- 
vice and other correspondents of 
their 911 mailing addresses 
should do so immediately, accord- 
ing to West Fiberty Postmaster 
Eddie Fagrone and 911 Director 
John Conley. 

The West Fiberty Post Office 
has delivered mail addressed with 
old rural route and box number 
style addresses since the late 
1990s when the new 911 ad- 
dresses were assigned to county 
residents, said Negron, to allow 
patrons time to inform correspon- 
dents of their new addresses. 

“The bearing old addresses 
(those before the 9 1 1 change) will 
now go through our forwarding 
system and will require several 
days for processing before it is re- 
turned for delivery,” Negron said. 
He urged postal patrons who have 
neglected to notify their 
correspondants, including banks, 
utilities, and other companies of 
their 911 addresses at once to 
avoid inconvenient delays in re- 
ceiving bills, checks, and other 
vital correspondence.
